The idea of compiling a work such as the present is not 
new, as on several occasions S. Munk expressed the intention 
of editing a Chrestomathte arabe-rabbınzque. Since that time 
many Arabic chrestomathies have been published which can 
hardly be improved upon and are fully sufficient to introduce 
the student to the prose and poetic literature of the Arabs. 
The compilation of this chrestomathy, however, was undertaken 
from quite a different point of view. The vast Jewish Arabic 
literature, written almost entirely in Hebrew characters, is 
but little known to the general student of Arabic, and having 
assumed a certain degree of independence, is worthy of being 
studied not only for the treasures it contains, but also for 
the linguistic peculiarities of its dialects. Although many of 
these writings have already been printed, the greater part 
lies scattered in various libraries in MSS. without much hope 
of reaching the printer's hand for a long time to come. 

Different opinions exist as to the advisability of printing 
«these writings in Hebrew or Arabic characters. I] have 
elsewhere referred to the probability of Jewish Arabic authors 
having written their books in square characters (ZDMG. XLV, 
331 sqq.), and the majority of the MSS. in our possession 1s 
so written. Jt is not necessary to assume that this was 
merely done in re-adoption of an old custom, as 1t may 
have developed independently from the state in which it 
existed before the invention of the Arabic alphabet which 
owes its genesis to characters similar in appearance to the 
Hebrew Square. It is beyond question that Arabic was 
written in Square characters long before Cufic or Neskhi

were known (Levy in ZDMGQ. XIV, 377 Anm. 3, Euting, Naba- 
tãische Inschrr. aus Arabien, Berlin 1885), and Zeid b. Thabit, 
Mohammed’s secretary was obliged to learn the Nabataean or 
Hebrew square letters (Sprenger's Leben und Lehre M.'s. I, 131). 
It is probable that the Jews in Arab countries did not 
trouble to acquire a knowledge of the Arabic alphabet of 
later date, but continued their writings in the Square. 

The little volume thus represents to a certain extent 
the early stage of Arabic writing. It is not intended to 
compete with similar books for classical Arabic, nor to 
interfere with the editing of any of the complete MSS. from 
which it gives extracts. Moreover it is not meant for 
beginners, and no one should read it without having first 
acquired a thorough grounding in Arabic grammar. 


As to the glossary, I thought it essential to abandon 
the arrangement of the Arabic alphabet in favour of that of

Finally I have to fulfil the pleasant duty of thanking 
the librarians of the Berlin, Bodleian, British Museum and 
India Office libraries for their kindness in allowing me the 
use of their MSS. and books.
